CLASS  HISTORY 


Introduction : 

THE  story  of  our  high  school  days  begins 
with  September  6,  1939.  This  day  was  the 
beginning  of  our  many  happy  and  memorable 
hours  at  Bellingham  High  School.  We  entered 
our  freshman  year  with  enthusiasm  and  young, 
bright  spirit.  We  felt  quite  grown-up  going  to 
high  school  but  the  Seniors  soon  “took  us  down 
a  peg”  as  we  heard  some  of  them  say  “Don’t 
the  Freshmen  get  smaller  ever  year?”  and

Most  of  the  first  day  was  spent  in  trying 
to  find  our  correct  rooms.  Due  to  many  of  the 
upperclassmen’s  practical  jokes  we  were  sent 
to  wrong  rooms  and  were  late  for  many  of  our 
classes — occurrences  whose  results  definitely 
proved  quite  embarrassing  for  us.

Hazel  White,  president;  Annette  Remillard, 
vice  president;  William  Glowka,  secretary;  and 
Dominic  Nadolny,  treasurer. 

After  we  settled  down  our  thoughts  turned 
to  social  activities.  We  decided  to  have  a 
Leap  Year  Dance,  and  elected  Arthur  Remil¬ 
lard  as  general  chairman.  Our  enthusiasm  was 
high  as  we  were  happily  decorating  the 
auditorium  for  our  first  dance.  Our  efforts 
were  well  repaid,  for  everybody  enjoyed  himself 
immensely. 

The  most  unforgettable  classes  of  our  first 
year  were  those  of  Ancient  History  with  Walter 
Hogarth’s  and  John  Hunter’s  continual  disputes 
of  the  subject  matter.  The  most  outstanding 
disagreement  they  had  was  on  the  question 
“Did  the  ancient  Romans  and  Greeks  have 
luxuries?”  I  can  remember  so  well — they  started 
to  argue  at  the  beginning  of  the  period  and 
only  the  dismissal  bell  stopped  them;  but  even 
that  didn’t  put  an  end  to  it.  It  continued  for 


two  or  three  days.  Then  there  was  Latin  I 
with  Donald  Thomas’s  perpetual  query  to  Mr. 
O’Mara  “Why  do  we  have  to  study  this?  It  is 
a  dead  language  anyways — let’s  leave  it  dead!” 

WTien  June  rolled  around  and  marked  the 
end  of  our  freshman  year  we  hated  to  leave 
because  it  had  been,  indeed,  a  very  enjoyable 
year,  both  academically  and  socially. 

Rising  Action: 

EPTEMBER  fourth  found  us  entering  our 
Sophomore  year.  With  Miss  Pinardi  as 
our  class  advisor  we  made  it  a  very  successful 
one.  We  held  our  class  election  which  deter¬ 
mined  that  Marion  Arcliambault  was  our  class 
president;  Walter  Hogarth,  vice  president; 
Lorraine  Callery,  secretary;  and  Dominic 
Nadolny,  treasurer.  We  selected  purple  and 
white  for  our  class  colors,  and  after  a  spirited, 
drawn-out  controversy  we  selected  our  class 
rings. 

The  Valentine’s  Dance  was  the  highlight 
cf  our  social  activities  for  the  year.  On  the 
night  of  February  14,  1941  the  auditorium  was 
beautifully  decorated  with  red  hearts  and  red 
and  white  streamers  hanging  from  the  ceiling. 
The  financial  results  of  this  dance  increased 
our  treasury  and  provided  a  good  start  for 
our  class. 

As  time  went  on,  Mr.  O’Mara  finally  taught 
us  why  Caesar  is  one  of  the  greatest  generals 
of  all  time,  although  some  of  us  thought  that 
this  fact  was  more  important  to  his  enemies 
than  to  us  (especially  when  the  jigsaw  pieces 
of  cases,  tenses  and  meanings  just  wouldn’t  fit 
together  into  a  sentence  making  sense).  We 
also  found  out  what  happened  to  Duncan  in 
the  novel,  “Silas  Marner.” 

Among  the  many  social  events  which  we 
attended  in  our  sophomore  year  were  the  roller 
skating  parties  held  at  Joyland.  We  had  many 
good  times  skating  around  the  floor  to  the  music 
of  the  “juke  box.”  In  recalling  these  memories, 
I  can  also  see  some  of  the  beginners  staggering 
around  the  floor  and  occasionally  (?)  falling, 
causing  a  so-called  “pig-pile.”  Like  all  good 
things  our  Sophomore  year  came  to  an  end. 

Next  came  our  Junior  Year  to  which  we 
all  had  been  looking  forward  in  anticipation  of

an  interesting  year.  When  we  met  in  room  ten 
as  Juniors  we  had  the  pleasant  surprise  of 
learning  that  Mr.  Keough  was  again  to  be  our 
class  advisor.  We  entrusted  the  leadership  of 
our  class  to  Marion  Archambault,  ably  assisted 
by  Dominik  Wesolowski,  vice  president; 
William  Foley,  secretary;  and  Dominic  Nadolny, 
treasurer. 

Until  October  24,  we  were  engrossed  in 
learning  about  the  beginnings  of  our  country 
in  American  History  class,  and  in  finding  out 
more  about  that  mysterious  character,  Madame 
Defarge  in  the  “Tale  of  Two  Cities.”  Madame 
Defarge’s  knitting  held  our  interest  for,  al¬ 
though  she  was  perpetually  knitting,  we  could 
never  fathom  out  anything  she  was  making. 
But  as  the  story  unfolded  we  learned  she  was 
making  a  record  and  that  every  stitch  she  made 
spelled  death  for  some  person.  She  was  truly 
an  enigmatical  person.  At  this  time  we  changed 
our  daily  routine  by  having  a  well-attended 
“Halloween  Dance.” 

After  that,  we  turned  our  attention  to  the 
big  event  of  the  year,  the  “Junior  Prom.”  The 
many  happy  couples  who  were  at  the  “airfield” 
on  the  night  of  April  17,  could  see  model  air¬ 
planes  moving  overhead.  The  decorations  were 
completed  by  V-for-Victory  signs  in  the  win¬ 
dows  illuminated  by  red,  white,  and  blue  lights. 
Marion  Archambault,  with  the  fullest  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  class,  ably  managed  the  dance, 
making  it  a  complete  success.  It  lived  up  to 
our  fullest  expectations. 

Climax: 

WE  were  now  on  the  last  lap  of  obtaining 
our  goal,  a  sound  education.  Our  im¬ 
portant  year,  the  Senior  year,  had  come  at 
last.  We  were  very  lucky  to  have  Miss  Mahoney 
for  our  class  advisor,  for  with  her  gladly- 
extended  help  and  advice  we  were  able  to 
accomplish  much  during  this  year.  With  Miss 
Mahoney’s  help  we  elected  lor  the  last  time 
our  class  officers:  Donald  Thomas,  president; 
Hazel  White,  vice  president;  Eileen  Sanford, 
secretary;  and  Dominic  Nadolny,  treasurer. 

We  opened  the  social  season  by  welcoming 
the  Freshmen  to  the  high  school  at  the  Fresh¬ 
men  Acquaintance  Party.  Second  on  our  social 
calendar  was  the  Walter  Hogarth  Benefit  Dance 
which  was  very  well  attended.  Then  it  was  our 
turn  to  sponsor  the  Christmas  Dance.  This  we 
did  energetically,  but  we  changed  the  custom  a 


little  and  made  it  a  semi-formal  dance.  We 
went  “all-out”  for  this  dance,  and  under  the 
supervision  of  Beulah  Rhodes  we  made  it  a 
gala  affair.  The  decorations  in  the  auditorium 
on  that  night  of  December  18,  1942 — we  were 
told  by  many — were  beautiful.  They  consisted 
of  red  and  white  streamers  suspended  from  the 
middle  of  the  ceiling  to  the  windows.  In  each 
corner  stood  a  Christmas  tree  with  its  various- 
colored  lights  casting  beautiful  shadows  on  the 
wall  and  floor  surrounding  it.  In  one  corner  of 
the  auditorium  there  was  a  living  room  scene 
with  stockings  hanging  by  the  fireplace.  To 
this  pleasant  atmosphere  was  added  the  music 
of  Paul  Kazanowski  and  his  orchestra.  That 
was  the  setting  for  one  unforgettable  night. 

After  cur  mid-year  exams  were  over,  the 
task  of  publishing  our  year  book,  the  “Epilogue”, 
was  then  before  us.  By  popular  vote  Annette 
Remillard  was  named  Editor-in-Chief  and  an 
able  staff  was  chosen  to  assist  her.  During  the 
next  few  months  we  were  busy  getting  material 
and  pictures  for  our  year  book.  Every  member 
of  the  class  cooperated  and  worked  hard  to 
make  it  a  good  one  for  it  would  be  our  proud 
possession  for  many  years  to  come.  While  we 
were  working  on  the  year  book  and  doing  our 
home  work,  the  time  slipped  by  rapidly  and 
before  we  knew  it  the  day  of  our  graduation 
had  come. 

Conclusion : 

N  June  17th  as  we  marched  down  the  aisle 
'S  to  the  thrill  of  the  music,  we  realized 
with  sadness  in  our  hearts  that  our  happy 
high  school  days  had  ended.  Yet  we  were  proud 
and  happy,  for  as  we  received  our  diplomas,  we 
simultaneously  reached  our  goal.  Our  four 
years  of  study  had  been  rewarded  and  will 
continuously  be  rewarded  as  we  each  realize 
our  own  individual  hopes  in  life.  Our  education 
is  the  basis  of  our  life  and  will  help  us  in 
whatever  we  do.  WTe  are  very  thankful  to  our 
parents  who  have  worked  hard  and  sacrificed  to 
enable  us  to  get  this  education,  and  to  our 
teachers  who  have  untiringly  and  patiently 
taught  us  the  knowledge  that  we  now  possess. 
On  the  night  of  June  18th  we  attended  the  last 
social  affair  of  our  high  school  days.

After  a  refreshing  dip  I  hired  an  umbrella 
and  lay  on  the  warm  sand  watching  some 
youngsters  playing  with  a  beach  ball.  Then  I 
noticed  a  young  couple  trying  to  get  their 
little  daughter  to  go  into  the  water.  As  the 
mother  turned  I  noticed  it  was  Mrs.  Godin,  the 
former  Milly  Brooks.  I  called  a  greeting  to  her 
and  we  chatted  about  old  times  until  a  wave 
knocked  the  youngster  down  and  scared  her 
into  a  series  of  yells.  Milly’s  main  interest  now 
is  in  her  home  and  family. 

After  Milly  left  me  I  lay  listening  to  the 
breaking  of  the  waves  and  soon  dozed  off.  I 
was  in  the  midst  of  a  pleasant  dream  when 
someone  bumped  me  and  I  woke  with  a  start 
to  see  Gordon  Curtis  sprawled  out  in  front  of 
me.  It  was  a  pleasant  meeting  and  we  enjoyed 
a  long  conversation  together.  He  was  now 
professor  of  physics  in  Bellingham  University. 
I  hadn’t  seen  my  home  town  in  nine  years 
but  after  Gordon  told  me  how  things  had 
changed  I  decided  to  go  back  for  a  visit. 

The  sun  had  started  to  go  down  as  I  stepped 
into  my  roadster  with  plans  for  a  vacation  that 
would  bring  back  pleasant  memories. 

The  next  day  I  hurried  down  town  to  do  a 
bit  of  shopping.  I  walked  into  one  of  the  most 
modern  stores  in  the  city  just  in  time  for  the 
fashion  show.  As  I  watched  the  girls  walking 
back  and  forth  I  noticed  one  who  looked  very 
familiar.  After  a  few  minutes  I  realized  it  was 
none  other  than  Sue  Fontaine.  She  made  a  very 
attractive  model.  I  had  no  opportunity  to  speak 


with  Sue,  although  she  gave  me  a  smile  of 
recognition.  I  wrote  a  little  message  on  the 
back  of  my  card  which  the  saleslady  kindly 
offered  to  give  to  her  later.  After  buying  an 
evening  gown  similar  to  the  one  Sue  was 
modeling  I  decided  to  have  my  hair  set. 

Seeing  a  sign  “Doris’  Beauty  Salon”  across 
the  street  I  decided  to  try  it,  hoping  there  would 
be  an  opening  for  I  had  no  appointment.  As  I 
walked  in  whom  should  I  see  hustling  about 
but  Doris  Cowen.  She  gave  me  a  warm  welcome 
and  while  she  was  setting  my  hair  she  told  me 
what  a  problem  women  are  when  it  comes 
to  beauty  treatments.  Each  and  every  one  who 
comes  in  regardless  of  how  plain  their  features 
are  expect  to  go  out  looking  like  Hedy 
Lamarr.  I  must  hand  it  to  Doris,  she  and  her 
girls  do  a  mighty  good  job.  As  I  bid  her  good¬ 
bye  I  told  her  I  was  headed  for  Bellingham. 

Monday  evening  I  packed  my  suitcase  and 
bought  my  train  ticket.  Tuesday  morning  I 
was  up  bright  and  early  anxious  to  start  for 
Bellingham.  Tuesday  night  found  me  at  the 
station  in  Bellingham  Center.  Everything  was 
so  different  that  I  scarcely  recognized  it  except 
for  the  old  town  hall.

Carolyn  gave 
us  a  hearty  welcome  and  as  busy  as  she  was 
she  managed  to  spare  a  few  minutes  to  talk 
over  old  times.  She  said  that  most  of  her  styles 
were  designed  by  Beulah  Rhodes  who  had 
studied  dress  designing  in  an  exclusive  Paris 
school.  Carolyn  certainly  made  use  of  her 
course  in  salesmanship  for  she  has  the  most 
prosperous  dress  shop  in  the  city. 


After  dinner  Winnie  and  I  went  to  the 
Hilarity  Theater  owned  and  operated  by  Richard 
White,  to  see  the  moving  picture  hit  of  the 
year — “Are  You  Kidding”  starring  Dorothy 
Lamour  and  Danny  Nadolny.  Danny  surely 
gave  himself  a  build  up  as  a  great  lover  in 
that  picture.  I  expected  to  find  Dicky  a  famous 
scientist  but  Winnie  said  after  he  had  blown 
the  windows  out  of  his  laboratary  a  few  times 
with  his  experimenting  that  he  had  decided 
it  was  safer  and  more  profitable  to  turn  it 
into  a  theater. 

The  next  morning  after  breakfast  I  went 
down  to  the  newsstand  to  buy  a  paper  and  look 
at  the  latest  edition  of  books.  On  the  front 
page  of  the  Telegram  I  saw  the  announcement 
of  Ruth  Chamberlain’s  wedding  which  would 
be  the  social  event  of  the  season.  Ruth  had 
recently  returned  from  a  world  tour  having 
visited  many  places  made  historical  by  the 
last  war.

As  I  left  them  that  evening,  glancing  back  at  the  beautiful  home  with  the  welcoming 
lights  beckoning  from  the  windows,  I  once  again  sensed  the  same  feeling  of  security, 
welcome,  and  peace  which  I  had  felt  as  I  had  watched  the  Statue  of  Liberty.  But  this 
was  not  queer,  for  the  same  thing  was  represented  by  both — one,  a  charming  home  in 
which  lives  a  happy,  typical  American  family,  enjoying  an  upright  life  and  the  real 
beauties  of  American  living,  and  the  other,  our  statue  representing  all  America,  freedom, 
and  homes  like  the  one  my  friends  had  made.

T^AILY  the  realization  grows  that  we  are  in  for  a  long  hard  struggle.  All 
of  our  resources  must  he  employed  to  conquer  the  Axis  powers.  Especially 
must  the  manpower  of  the  Nation  be  marshalled  for  service  either  in  the 
armed  forces  or  in  essential  industries  and  occupations.  Our  fellow  classmates 
must  prepare  for  wartime  duties.  Many  members  of  our  class  will  be  in  the 
armed  forces  before  the  summer  is  over.  They  are  now  preparing  for  the 
crucial  tasks  ahead. 


The  pictures  of  the  activities  immediately  following  are  new  to  this 
section  of  “The  Epilogue.”  They  are  reflective  of  the  pre-induction  training 
courses.  The  establishment  of  pre-induction  training  in  civilian  schools  is  an 
historic  event.  The  prospect  of  effective  collaboration  between  the  educational 
and  armed  forces  of  the  Nation  is  a  healthy  symbol  of  a  vigilant  democracy 
in  action. 


It  has  been  clear  for  some  time  that  certain  special  courses  in  the 
schools  of  the  Nation  can  be  of  great  value  for  future  work  in  special  branches 
of  the  Army.  Competence  in  such  specialties  will  be  a  considerable  factor  in 
determining  the  qualifications  of  our  boys  for  advancement.  No  greater 
immediate  contribution,  therefore,  could  be  made  by  our  school  toward  winning 
the  war  than  by  giving  our  classmates  the  basic  knowledge,  technical  skill 
and  physical  training  needed  for  modern  combat  and  the  gruelling  hours  and 
terrific  strain  of  our  war  industries. 


Mastery  of  these  course  materials  on  a  pre-induction  basis  by  our 
students  will  enable  the  armed  forces  to  cut  the  post-induction  training  time 
necessary  to  insure  the  superior  competence  of  our  men  in  modern  mechanized 
warfare.  These  courses  may  thus  help  to  preserve  the  lives  of  our  own 
classmates.  Let  it  never  be  said  that  one  of  our  boys’  lives  was  ever  forfeited 
because  we  failed  to  do  our  part  to  provide  him  with  adequate  training.
